State Law Revision 
Enables Licensing 
Of Teaching Sisters 


Madison,—A provision of the 
Wisconsin law which heretofore 
has barred Catholic teaching 5is- 
ters from obtaining State certifi- 
cates has been eliminated by an 


‘amendment to the State statutes 


relating to teachers’ licenses. 

Heretofore, the law provided that 
State teaching certificates should 
issue only after satisfactory proof 
of preliminary teaching done in 
public schools. This barred the 
Catholic Sisters teaching in paro- 
chial and private schools. The 
amended law now provides that the 
certificate shall issue upon proof 
of preliminary teaching in public, 
parochial or private schools. 

The Bill providing for the amend- 
ment of the existing law was intro- 
duced by State Senator W. D. Car- 
roll.

ERA OF COOPERATION 
FOR GERMANY UNDER 
CONCORDAT IS SEEN 


Catholics of Nation Express Satise 
faction With Terms of Church- 
State Treaty—Youth Groups 
Retain Independence

Berlin.—-Unreserved satisfaction 
is expressed among German Cath- 
olics over the signature of the new 
Concordat between the Holy See 
and the German Federal Govern- 
ment which is generally expected 
to open a new era of friendly rela- 
tions between State and Catholie 
Church in this country. 


Chancellor Hitler himself ane 
nounced the completion of the 
negotiations. In his address he 
said he was happy that from now 
on priests will not engage in poll- 
tical activities. This provision was 
shaped after the model of the Con 
cordat with Italy. President von 
Hindenburg also expressed his sat- 
isfaction in a telegram to Vice- 
Chancellor von Papen, who acted 
as the German negotiator in Rome, 
while the Caritasverband, “the 
great association of German Cath 
olic charities, wired its sincere 
congratulations to Chancellor Hit 
ler. 

Leaders To Be Released 


Instructions were immediately 
issued by the Government whereby 
all the members of the Catholis 
clergy or leaders of Catholic or- 
ganizations who were recently ar 
rested in different parts of the 
country were to be released and no 
further measures were to be adopt- 
ed against them, while the Cath- 
olic associations formally recog~ 
nized as such in the new Concordas 
were officially given permission to 
eontinue their work.

The 
high lights cannot be cut 
from the softer ones; the fig- 
ures cannot be detached from 
their background: to attempt 
to tamper is but to destroy. 
How can we say we will ac- 
cept one of the divine mys- 
teries, but reject another?” 
No one could find the slight- 
est fault with any Catholic 
teaching on the score of its 
incredibility. Grant nothing 
more than God’s existence as 
a starting point, and 
drives you to the admission 
that He must be infinite in 
His every attribute. If He is 
infinitely good, creation is a 
natural corollary, 
such goodness would prompt 
Him to share His existence 
and happiness with others, or 
to create. If He loves infi- 


nation, the Redemption, the 
Eucharist, Heaven, all must 
seem very plausible. Surely 
He would not create rational 
beings and then never make 
His will known to them: if 
He loved them infinitely, we 
could well conceive of Him 
assuming their nature and 
sacrificing Himself that they 
might become more safe for 
salvation.

It is not that we are personally 
squeamish in the reverent study of 
nature’s laws, mor with respect to 
necessary expression thereon, but 
there is the underlying and anxi- 
ous concern that there may be 
some, who may not spiritually 
ge by the matter submitted for 

good of our married readers, 
even though they may be im sore 
need of advice on the legitimate 
methods to which Catholics may 
resort in the hope of limiting fam- 
fly increase without offending God. 

Because of the slmost unbear- 
able economic distress experienced 
by so many thousands of our peo- 
ple during the past four years, 
occasioned by the wide-flung finan- 
cial depression that has _precipi- 
tated world-wide suffering and 
severe hardships, in many families 
an expected increase presents 
staggernig. problems, containing 
heart-rending anxieties for good 
husbands and devoted wives. 

Sympathy Impels 

Out of the deep sympathy for 
the very poor, also an an aid where 
the wife finds herself in frail 
health, we are offering as our lead- 
ing editorial in our Women’s De- 
partment, in this issue, certain 
suggestions which may prove help- 
ful in solving some of the difficul- 
ties which beset many of our ear- 
nest Catholics. 

All practicing Catholics, who are 
married, know there is at no time, 
and under no circumstances, how- 
ever distressing, an extenuating 
excuse for the use of artificial con- 
traceptives in marriage, and to re- 
sort to such shocking methods is 
always a mortal sin. Also, there 
are other methods of circumvent- 
ing nature which are equally 
heinous in the sight of God, and 
not the least, is the revolting and 
grievous sin of onanism. 

Those who violate the laws of 
nature, either through the use of 
mechanical devices or through the 
practice of the disgusting sin for 
which God struck Onan dead, have 
their own tormenting consciences 
to accuse them, and because the 
vast majority of our Catholic peo- 
ple live the holy state of marriage 
as God intended, we feel apologetic 
that we should find it necessary to 
mention abuses of the holy state of 
Matrimony. Even reference to the 
sins which are so frightful in the 
eyes of God, so contrary to nature, 
and so destructive of the chaste 
love of husband and wife, shocks 
the virtuous sensitiveness of good 
people. 

An Aid for the Worthy——A Recla- 
mation for the Weak 


But in the ardent desire of as- 
sisting the virtuous, and in the 
hope of drawing the erring from 
the evil of their ways, we wish to 
advise our married readers (those 
of you who need the advice) that 
there are two books, each enjoying 
ecclesiastical approbation, which 
get forth the natural birth control 
law, which is to say, that they de- 
fine, so far as science has yet deter- 
mined, periods of fertility and 
sterility. These books are particu- 
larly recommended to doctors, 
nurses, social workers, and our 
clergy, for use in advising our 
good Catholic people who are in 
need of assistance and direction, 
hence, it follows that this literature 
is not to be indiscriminately pass- 
ed out, nor the legitimate method 
of family limitation indiscriminate- 
ly practiced.

Father Burns is an educator of 
national prominence and a former 
president of the University of 
Notre Dame. He was born in Mich- 
igan City, February 13, 1867, and 
entered Notre Dame in 1884, work- 
ing his way through school. Fol- 
lowing his graduation with an A. 
B. degree in 1888 he entered Holy 
Cross Seminary. Two years were 
spent in teaching at Sacred Heart 
postulate, Watertown, Wis.  Fol- 
lowing his ordination in 1898 he 
hecame a professor of science ‘at 
Notre Dame, a position he held 
‘until 1899. Elected president of 
‘Holy Cross College, at Brookland, 
| Washington, D. C., he remained 
there ten years. Recalled to Notre 
‘Dame he was elected president of 
the University. After serving seven 
years he returned to Holy Cross 
as president in 1920. 

Noted Educator 

In May, 1927, Father Burns be- 
came provincial of the Congrega- 
tion of Holy Cross in the United 
States, giving him _ jurisdiction 
over all members and houses of the 
order in this country. Under his 
direction the “greater Notre Dame 
campaign” was launched and has 
placed Notre Dame among the 
leading universities of the nation. 
Since its foundation in 1904 he has 
served as one of the vice-presidents 
of the Catholic Educational Asso- 
ciation and has wielded a powerful 
influence in shaping methods of 
‘education in Catholic colleges and 
schools. He is the author of sev- 
eral books dealing with pedagogi- 
cal subjects. 

The Rev. John F. DeGrotte, C.S. 
C., is one of South Bend’s best 
known pastors and returned there 
a few years ago, establishing Holy 
Cross church, of which he is now 
pastor. He was for several years 
pastor of St. Patrick’s church 
there and was also located for a 
time in New Orleans, La. He was

REMEDIES 


Restore Christ 
By turning away from Christ, 
and by rejecting the principles of 
life and conduct He laid down, hu- 
man society and human govern- 
ments necessarily lost sight of the 
dignity and the rights of man, 


ized in Christian states, still re- 
main an ideal and a hope even in 
places where Christianity is mere- 
ly a tradition. The extent of the 
denial of Christ in our own country 
is shocking to the Christian sense. 
There can be no hope for the res- 
toration of human society without 
restoring Christ, without striving 
to accord to man the dignity that 
He as God conferred on every hu- 
man being. This must be the start- 
ing-point. 
The Authority of Christ 

The authority of Christ must be 
acknowledged. Truly God and 
truly Man, He is the Supreme 
Ruler of the world, of our country, 
of our states, cities and communi- 
ties. Tribute is due Him not only 
by individuals and groups, but of- 
ficially by governments and by the 
Church. This authority of Christ 
is from without; it is not within 
each individual. Moral upheavals, 
chaos and ruin have come upon the 
Christian world because individuals, 
differing on a thousand points, first 
presumed to make Christ respon- 
sible for their judgments, which 
made Him a contradiction and an 
absurdity, then, logically, denied 
His divinity and rejected His au- 
thority. 

Authority Rejected 


A lamentable sequel to the re- 
jection of the authority of Christ is 
that authority as a moral force, 
binding the conscience of men be- 
fore God and the world, is ignored 
practically everywhere except in 
the Catholic Church. Parental au- 
thority, as a consequence, carried 
with it little if any weight. The 
authority of the State, as having 
its source in God through the natu- 
ral law, is derided as a medieval 
invention. Catholics are often 
treated with pity because their 
Church maintains steadfastly the 
principle of authority; because that 
Church by a moral force still binds 
consciences in the court of man and 
in the court of God; because that 
Church still faithfully and untiring« 
ly carries out the commission given 
by Christ: “All power is given to 
me in heaven and in earth. Going, 
therefore, teach ye all nations. . 
teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you; 
and behold, I am with you all days, 
even to the consummation of the 
world,” 

Effects 

An unhappy result of the rejec- 
tion of the principle of authority is 
that individuals seek to be a law 
unto themselves. Caprice and emo- 
tion determine their judgment of 
right and wrong. What they like 
is right; what they dislike is 
wrong. They presume to act on the 
anarchistic principle that everyone 
has the right, as is said, “to lead 
his own life.” They do not regard 
it as an obligation to inquire: Did 
the Divine Christ determine any- 
thing in this matter, or has any 
delegated authority of Christ a 
right to determine what should be 
done or left undone? The author- 
ity of the State is accepted as a 
police power, not as one imposing 
a moral obligation. 

When we consider that for many 
decades this sad condition has been 
growing more general in our coun- 
try, need we wonder that capital- 
ists, industrialists, and business 
and professional men are not gov- 
erned by the moral law, and, fear- 
ing only the police power of the 
State, will attempt anything clan- 
destinely that will advance their 
private interests, provided they are 
personally secure from exposure or 
punishment? 

Restore Authority 


We are demanding a new order, 
and we are ready to make many

- -|ineline their hearts to the require- 


our economic and financial condi- 
tions; but we must remember that 
no legislation can be enacted that 
will not be circumvented, and no 
new order will long endure, unless 
there be a moral force binding our 
citizens. That moral force must 
have its source in Christ. The re- 
cognition of the authority of Christ 
is essential for the restoration not 
only of the moral but also of the 
economic order. 

Restore, International Confidence 


The fear and mistrust of nations 
should be abolished. International 
conferences, the breaking down of 
tariff barriers, legislation, inflation 
of credit and currency, may help; 
but only Christian charity will de- 
stroy the suspicion, fear and mis- 
trust of nations. As the individual 
life should be governed by charity, 
which means love of God and 
neighbor, so should groups and the 
nations be governed by Christian 
charity. | 
Moral Force of Right 


The real guarantee of peace 
among nations is love and forbear- 
ance, based on the Christian prin- 
ciple of the brotherhood of man. 
Charity will labor always for peace; 
it will seek to settle all matters in 
dispute between nations by arbitra- 
tion; it will strive to have all the 
nations work as members of a fam- 
ily, not as enemies trying to en- 
snare one another. Charity will 
make it clear that as justice de- 
mands self-defense for the individ- 
ual, so it also insists that national 
defense is lawful for national pre- 
servation against the aggressor, 
and also for the restoration of or- 
der within its own confines. Char- 
ity will condemn as fiendish crim- 
inals all those who promote strife 
between nations in order to acquire 
individual or national riches. Char- 
ity will labor that justice be not vio- 
lated by exhausting the treasury of 
a nation and imposing an excessive 
tax burden upon a people for the 
building of armaments, which al- 
ways make war more likely. Char- 
ity will, in the thought of Benedict 
XV, make the moral force of right 
take the place of the material 
force of arms, and “set up in the 
place of armies a court of arbitra- 
tion,” 


World Justice, Charity and Order 


Pope Pius XI, in condemning the 
unbridled race for supremacy in 
armaments, pleads with the Bis- 
hops of the world to “employ every 
means at your disposal, through 
preaching and through the press, 
to enlighten men’s minds and to 


ments of right reason, and even 
more to the law of Christ.” We de- 
sire world justice, world charity, 
and world order; but we must rea- 
lize that the selfishness, rivalry, 
suspicion, intrigue and hatred of 
nations are working against these 
three great aims. It is our duty to 
pray for peace and to work for 
peace, and to pray and to labor that 
our powerful country may lead all 
the nations of the world to see the 
folly of armaments, as they are 
being augmented by the nations 
today. 
Study 


Our priests and selected groups 
of the laity, members of the pro- 
fessions, employers and leaders of 
trade and labor unions, should 
study most carefully the plan for 
the restoration of the social order 
outlined by our Holy Father, whose 
voice is the voice of the living re- 
presentative of Christ upon earth. 
With providential foresight and 
more than worldly wisdom he has 
definitely pointed out the way to 
the true Christian social order. 

Study Groups 

Our Catholic economists, seciolo- 
gists and moralists have deait with 
many of the questions which are of 
especial interest today. Their work, 
which is deserving of high com- 
mendation, should be made to reach 
a wider circle of readers. The 
Catholic press and Catholic socie- 
ties should look on the dissemina- 
tion of sound social and economic 
teaching as a primary and essential 
part of their apostolate. 


statement are in need of fuller and 
more detailed discussion, and these 
discussions should be made avail- 
able to wider circles of readers 
through periodicals and pamph- 
lets. There are other questions 
which, though treated by Catholic 
writers, should be restated, owing 
to their importance today. Such 
questions are: international peace; 
world court of arbitration; disarm- 
ament; war debts; remission of 
war debts; the morality of holding 
companies; injustices of corpora- 
tions; absentee control; the infla- 
tion of stock; dishonest stock pro- 
motion; over-capitalization; the 
true and fictitious value of securi- 
ties; the immoral transactions of 
the stock market; deceptive adver- 
tising; security of bank deposits; 
fair interest rates; credit unions; 
consumers’ cooperatives; labor un- 
ions; the sound administration of 
building and loan associations; un- 
just foreclosures; honest banking; 
bankruptcy; gambling; last wills 
and testaments and unjust will con- 
tests; unjust chattel mortgages; 
bribery; price fixing; the minimum 
wage; the fair price; farmers’ mar- 
keting cooperatives; the nature and 
requirements of an organized econ- 
omic order; distribution of owner- 
ship; the moral implications of the 
new interdependence of economic 
life; monopolies. These and many 
other questions receiving public at- 
tention can advantageously be stu- 
died by leagues, societies and 
groups, according to their capacity, 
but naturally the emphasis will be 
placed on the moral aspect, which 


is the supreme concern of the 


Church. The position of the Church 
will have an irresistible appeal if 
stated in simple, forceful language 
and in an attractive manner. Her 
concern is the salvation of souls. 
Her duty is to speak, in season and 
out of season, where there is a 
moral question at stake.

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Hardly was his death known, 
when wreaths and bouquets of 
white flowers began to pour in 
from every side. Priests and nuns 
came to see him, and before they 
went touched their rosaries to his 
hands and brow. The Papal Nun- 
cio, Msgr. Cerretti, Cardinal Du- 
bois of Paris, Bishop Paget of 
Valence, and Bishop Baudrillart 
wrote expressing their sympathy. 
All who visited him, remarked on 
the atmosphere of calm serenity 
which seemed to pervade every- 
thing around him.
